Chicago.—Louis Gathmann, the in¬ 
ventor of Chicago, has received an 
order from the Government to con¬ 
struct a new eighteen-inch gun which 
shall fire his aerial torpedo^, one of 
which is sufficient to sink a battle¬ 
ship.

Wheat bran and wheat middlings are 
pre-tluinently milkmakers in the opin¬ 
ion of Prof. Hills. He believes them 
absolutely safe when fed in any possi¬ 
ble quantities. They carry considerable 
percentages of protein, and. at ruling 
prices, are In every way desirable dairy 
feeds. Cornmeal he considers economi¬ 
cal according to how it is fed. Some¬ 
times cornmeal may be used to advan¬ 
tage in a dairy ration. Some fault is to 
be found, however, with the extent of 
its use. It is wiser to feed corn in the 
form of a silage rather than to pluck 
and grind the ear. If, however, the sil¬ 
age is deficient in corn. It may be sup¬ 
plied In the shape of meal. Indeed, up 
to the limit of making the ration too 
heating, it may sometimes be an ad¬ 
vantage to add cornmeal to the ration 
even when the silage is well eared, but 
more particularly because it tends to 
better the grain of butter.

Field Peas for Orchards. 

There is natural adaptability of the 
orchard for peas aside from the fact 
that the pea roots increase nitrogen in 
the sail. The pea must be sown early, 
and therefore the plowing is done when 
it does not injure the tree roots. Then 
the broad leaves of the pea shade the 
soil and apparently absorb enough mois¬ 
ture at night to keep the plant fresh 
and growing. Then after the peas are 
harvested the hogs can be turned in to 
eat what have been scattered in har¬ 
vesting. If the hogs are left without 
rings in their noses they will root over 
the surface soli and thus cover what ex¬ 
crement they have dropped. This with 
continued extra feeding in the orchard 
is the best way to enrich it.

SHERMAN’S ROMANCE. 


The Story of a Pretty Senorlta and a 
Yellow Rose.

Curing Tobacco. 

"Wo are working on a new line of to¬ 
bacco investigation,” said Secretary 
Wilson to a correspondent, "ferments 
in tobacco.

1 tried last year, when in Florida, to 
find out from the Cubans why they 
had certnin processes In curing the 
leaves.

We know that 
fermentation In the silo reduce* the 
supply of nitrogen, and we know that 
In cooking food composed largely of 
proteiils, or nitrogenous matter, a loss 
is sustained from a feeding point of 
view; but In tobacco curing we know 
comparatively little; that is, whet hug 
we want to retain or dispose of the ni¬ 
trogen. The department lias now two 
agents at work upon this subject, one, 
a noted German scientist, lias been en¬ 
gaged. and will proceed South on this 
investigation.”

Hrinu Fruit Tree* Into Hearing. 

Fruit trees of any kind frequently 
grow with great luxuriance. Iu tills 
they are usually unfruitful. No tree 
commences to flower and frnlt until Its 
vegetative exuberance l>as been some¬ 
what checked. Those who understand 
tlie art of fruit culture thoroughly can 
bring these wayward trees into a 
stralghter line of duty by root-pruning 
them. It is effected by digging a trench 
arouud the tree and then filling it up 
with the eartli that lias been thrown 
out. This cutting off the ends of the 
roots onuses check to the extreme vigor, 
and the result Is the production of 
flowers instead of brunches. The dis¬ 
tance from tlie trunk that the trench 
should lie dug will, of course, depend 
upon the age and size of the tree, aud 
also Its ratio of luxuriance; the aim 
should lie to dig so as to cot off about 
one-third of its' roots. The pear, as 
well as other fruit trees, is particu¬ 
larly benefited by root-pruning. It can 
lie carried out nt any time during the 
fall or winter season. — Meehan's 
Monthly.

1, 1898, the total debt 
of the United States was $1,036,000,000. 
Tills is a large debt when measured by 
ordinary standards, but of relatively 
sninll account when considered iu con¬ 
nection with tlie fact tiiat thirty-two 
years ago the debt of tlie country was 
nearly three times as large aud the in¬ 
terest four times greater thnn It is at 
present. The United Stutes is not the 
only country which lias a large debt, 
but it Is the only country which is 
steadily decreasing its debt, while at 


its resources. In this respect the tluun- 
clal position of the United States Is ab¬ 
solutely Impregnable, and its credit is 
steadily on the increase. Great Brit¬ 
ain's debt Is now about $87 per capita, 
that of France $115, of Holland $luo. 
and of Italy $75. The per capita debt 
of the United States is less than $15, 
and the security for Its payment Is lu 
creasing all the time. Again, from an¬ 
other point of view, tlie financial posi¬ 
tion of the United States is tlie envy 
and marvel of tlie financiers of all 
countries. To supply tlie sums requi¬ 
site for ordinary governmental ex¬ 
penses, to meet the interest ou the ex¬ 
isting debt, to provide resources for 
new expenditures, buildings, arma¬ 
ment, subsidies uud various public 
works, European nations generally, 
and some South American nations, too, 
have had recourse to various methods 
of taxation, which may be said to have 
atturned their extreme in two coun¬ 
tries Italy and Portugal. England has 
an income tax and many stamp taxes, 
a house tax, nml collects about 28 per 
cent, of its revenue from direct taxa¬ 
tion. France lias a tobacco monopoly, 
registration taxes, stamp taxes, tax on 
windows, aud almost countless local 
taxes, of which the oxtrol, on goods en¬ 
tering cities. Is one. Austria lias an lu¬ 
cerne tax, and, besides many stump 
taxqs, lotteries are a source of public 
revenue. Italy lias a tobacco monopoly, 
a bouse tax, u salt tax. octroi duties, 
stamp taxes, nnd a large legacy aud 
registration taxes. Greece has a cattle 
tax. a house tax, a salt tax, a govern¬ 
ment monopoly of petroleum sales and 
tobacco dealing, and almost countless 
local taxes. In the United States the 
public revenues have been provided for 
aud all public expenses met and the 
national debt reduced In addition 
without recourse to any direct taxa¬ 
tion. There are no government mon- 
opolleo, and the treasury has been kept 
usually la a plethoric condition from 
the receipts of customs and Internal 
revenue payments. 


The two great English universities 
have been regarded as institutions for 
tin- education of the sous of rich aud 
aristocratic families, but during tlie 
present year three of tin* seven natural 
science scholarships given have lieen 
awarded to Ikj.vs from tlie crowded 
tenements of the East End of London, 
whowereeillleuted in tlie public schools 
uud the schools of tlie People's Palace.

Thinning Fruit. 

Tlie practicability of thinning fruit 
and its feasibility from a commercial 
standpoint have been pretty well dem¬ 
onstrated lu tlie last few years. Mr. 
John Craig reports, lu the publications 
of the (Canadian) Central Experiment¬ 
al Farm, some results iu thinning 
peaches and plums which corroborate 
the notes given from others, lie con¬ 
cludes that, when a large crop of fruit 
is set, thinuing peaches is highly re¬ 
munerative for the following reasons: 

1. It increases the weight of the yield. 

2. It largely increases the size of the 
fruit. 3. It reduces the uuinber of ma¬ 
tured seeds, thereby considerably les¬ 
sening the drain oil the vitality of the 
tree. 4. It renders the crop less liable 
to rot. Thinning plums likewise proved 
altogether worth while.

The death of Nelson Dingley, Jr., father of the present tariff law, ex-Governor 
of Maine and Congressman since 1881, removes a prominent man from the political 
life of the nation. Nelson Dingley, Jr., was born in Durham, Me., in 1852. At nil 
early ago he began school teaching, meantime preparing himself for college. In 
1851 he entered Waterville College, subsequently becoming a student at Dart¬ 
mouth. from which he graduated in 1855. He then studied law, hut instand of 
taking up the active practice of his profession he entered journalism, becoming 
the owner and editor of the Lewiston Journal. In 1861, ’02. '65 he represented 
Auburn in the State Legislature, being Speaker in 1805. In that year he removed 
to Lew iston anil was again sent to the Legislature. In 180-1 he was again Speaker 
of that body and declined the honor in two subsequent years. In 1875 Mr. Ding- 
ley was elected Governor and was re-elected the following year. In 1881 he was 
sent to Congress to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of Willinm P. 
Frye and he hod been continuously in that body since that time. He was a most 
infiueutial member in the lower house, being latterly chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee and floor leader of the Republicans. His tariff bill, to which 
as chairman of the Ways and Means Committee he gave his name, lent him addi¬ 
tional fame.
